Court 
rules for 
Boyne 
City

CHARLEVOIX — A 
court ruling favored the 
city of Boyne City in a 
case it had filed against 
Devlon Properties con- 
cerning ownership of a 
portion of land. 

Boyne City asked the 
court to quiet title and dis- 
miss a claim by Devion 
Properties that Devlon ac- 
quired a right to the land 
because the city had not 
made claim within a stat- 
utory period of 15 years. 
Devlon based its argument 
to the court upon a theory 
of acquiescence, that is, 
because the city had not 
claimed the land before the 
15 years had run, the city 
acquiesced, or agreed, to 
Devlon taking ownership. 

The land at issue is adja- 
cent to the property owned 
by Devlon at 475 North 
Lake Street, the site of the 
future resort known as 
Boyne Beach Club. 

The city took action 
against Devlon when it 
fenced its property and in- 
cluded within the fencing 
the land the city owns on 
the north side. It has re- 
fused to vacate the portion 
claimed by the city. 

Todd Millar of Traverse 
City, who is an attorney 
for the city, argued to the 
court on Friday, June 6, 
that Michigan law states 
that claims brought by mu- 
nicipal corporations, in

CHARLEVOIX — 
Charles Merriman, who 
had been brought from the 
county jail, took his place 
at the courtroom defen- 
dant’s _ table, looked 
around the room at those 
in attendance and then fo- 
cused his attention on the 
judge to learn of his prison 
sentence. 

Before the sentencing, 
though, Merriman was al- 
lowed to speak to the 
court. 

“T am innocent,” he read 
to the judge from a state- 
ment he had prepared. 
“Justice is up to you now. 
This moment is yours.” 

Merriman, 58, received 
a sentence of 20 to 40 
years in prison following a 
second-degree guilty ver- 
dict from a jury on May 9, 
for the murder of his 
brother Bill Merriman in 
June 2006. 

The prosecution said the 
motive for the murder was 
that Bill was insisting that 
Charles help with family 
matters concerning their 
father, Charles Merriman 
Sr., and that he find a job. 
Charles had not been em- 
ployed for more than 20 
years. 

In a statement to a de- 
tective, Merriman said he 
agreed that he needed to 
contribute to the family 
and help with the father 
and that he was taking 
steps to do so. 

Bill’s body has not been 
found and the case is sig- 
nificant. It is the first case 
in Michigan where there 
was a guilty verdict when 
no witnesses saw the mur- 
der or the disposal of the 
body, said defense attor-

ney Dan) Hartman. 

The 14-day complicat- 
ed trial; involved more 
than..50° witnesses, intri- 
cate. blood analysis and 
DNA evidence, the testi- 
mony of an aunt, younger 
brother and sister-in-law, 
and for an unfortunate but 
dedicated detective, 21 
days in a landfill. 

Charlevoix County 
prosecutor John Jarema 


called most of the witness- 
es. Forensic experts testi- 
fied that blood found at the 
family home on Phelps 
Road near East Jordan had 
Bill’s DNA.

East Jordan looks at full-time fire chief

EAST JORDAN — The 
East Jordan City Commis- 
sion is looking at hiring a 
full-time fire chief and dis- 
cussed the possibility at a 
meeting on Tuesday, June 3. 

The fire department 
serves not only the city, but 
also five townships: Echo, 


Eveline, Jordan, South 
Arm and Wilson. The 
townships pay into the city 
for service based on each 
township’s state taxable 
value. 

Commissioner Deneille 
Moes, who promotes the 
full-time fire chief posi- 
tion, said there are about 
140 square miles to over- 
see, the supervision of fire- 


fighter training, inspection 
duties, code regulations up- 
dates, and other responsi- 
bilities that call for a full- 
time chief. 

Tom Breakey has been 
with the city since the 
1970s and said he doesn’t 
know if the city has ever 
had a full-time fire chief, 
but he says it is time for 
one. 


“We do need a full-time 
chief and I’d like to see that 
approved tonight,” Brea- 
key said and added: “Glen 
Thorman would be the best 
one for the job.” 

Thorman currently 
serves as fire chief on a 
volunteer basis with a sti- 
pend. The firefighters also 
serve aS volunteers with 
stipends. 


Mayor Dan Bennett said 
he met with city adminis- 
trator David White to ex- 
plore the possibility of a 
full-time position. Thor- 


. man has a background that 


would allow him to work in 
other capacities as well, 
perhaps for the city’s De- 
partment of Public Works, 
Bennett said.

As kids prepare for summertime and fun during the next few 
months, parents should concentrate on talking totheir teens about al 
cohol use while monitoring parties and get-togethers. 

According to the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s office, kids have 
often reported it’s “easy” to get alcohol, either from home or ap- 
proaching adults to buy for them. In an effort to sway this activity, the 
Sheriff's office has made underage drinking a special enforcement 
focus during the summer to reduce teen alcohol use. 

Federal funding for overtime enforcement is being provided by the 
Michigan Office of Highway Safety Planning to help in this endeav 
or. 

Basically, deputies will be.monitoring underage drinkers at house 
parties and field parties and also using non-traditional enforcement 
methods by using tips on parties by searching myspace, facebook and 
other social network websites. 

How the times have changed. With police officials making this a 
priority, parents need to do the same especially in this new techno- 
logical age where tracking your teens activities becomes that much 
more challenging. The Sheriff’s office wants to limit the access and 
consumption of alcohol by teens and this new initiative according to 
police will communicate a clear social norm in the community that 
underage drinking is unacceptable. 

Another tidbit to share with your teens is that under Michigan law, 
it is illegal for drivers under 21 to have a blood alcohol content above 
.02. This is a violation of the “zero tolerance” law. Teens can also 
face citations for minor in possession. 

Summer is always thought to be a fun care-free time and while we 
do our best to make sure our teens are aware of the dangers of alco- 
hol, now is the best time to reiterate the importance before the 
summer begins. 

Many times talking with kids can be the most effective way of iso-4 
lating any problems before they occur. The fact the Sheriff’s office 
has put a priority on underage drinking is another clear message to 
our community when it comes to the safety of your kids. 

So, have a great summer and remind your teens about the dangers 
of alcohol.

Flaxseed 
May Help

In a small Mayo Clinic 
study, women ate about 
four tablespoons per day

sion in the Division 3 regionals at Kalkaska on Saturday, June 
7. 

Denied in the regional final a year ago, the Red Devils were 
determined not to come away without the trophy this season. 

After escaping with a 3-2 victory over Newberry in the sec- 
ond semifinal, the Red Devils held off a good Elk Rapids team 
1-0 in the championship contest. 

Elk Rapids had advanced with a 3-2 comeback win over a 
strong Tawas team after falling behind 2-0. The Red Devils 
(25-10) had to mount a rally themselves against Newberry, 
scoring two runs in the seventh inning to survive and move on. 

Coach Pete Inman believed it was the Red Devils’ expe- 
rience, having been to the regional final last year, that gave 
them an edge late in the game.

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Loss of Bonderman ‘big blow’

DETROIT — _ Jeremy 
Bonderman’s jersey hung 
from the roof at the far end 
of the Tigers’ dugout Satur- 
day afternoon — a tribute to 
the 25-year-old right-hand- 
er and a grim reminder to 
the rest of the team of the 
latest obstacle in this 
dream-season-turned-night- 
mare. 

‘Tm not dead yet,” 
quipped Bonderman, who 
showed up at Comerica 
Park in the seventh inning 
of the Tigers’ 8-4 triumph 
over the Cleveland Indians 
after he was released from 
the hospital following sur- 
gical procedures on Friday 
night and Saturday morning 
to remove a blood clot near 
his right shoulder. 

Bonderman, whose arm 
had felt “heavy” for a cou- 
ple of days, knew some- 
thing was seriously wrong 


- when he woke up Friday 


morning to find his shoulder 


.. aching and badly swollen. 


“It’s scary, but it’s nice to 


know they can figure out a 
- way to keep it from happen- 
. ing again,” said Bonder- 
, man, who will continue to 
undergo tests and probably 


faces surgery to remove the 
first rib on his upper right 
side, which is believed to 
have been the cause of his 
problem. 

In that case, Bonderman 
will probably miss the rest 
of the season. “I’m done for 
a while, I know that,” said 
Bonderman, who spent Sat- 
urday night in Intensive 
Care. 

Todd Jones admitted, 
“It’s a big blow.” Brandon 
Inge called the loss “huge.” 

“When you hear ‘blood 
clot,’ you think, “That’s se- 
rious. You can die from 
that,’ ” Inge said. 

“As a friend, I’m glad 
they caught it,” Justin Ver- 
lander said. “But as a team- 


mate, it’s pretty upsetting to. 


know he’s not going to be 
around for a while. It’s a 
huge blow to our team. 

“Tt definitely was a 
shock,” ‘Verlander added. 
“You don’t expect some- 
thing like that. He pitched 
last Sunday and then, ‘Bam! 
Blood clot. You’re done.’ ” 

The good news is, both 
procedures were successful. 

“His life is not in danger,” 
said the Tigers’ head athlet- 
ic trainer Kevin Rand. 
“Think of it as a straw that’s 
being pinched. That’s what

he had. From a blood flow 
standpoint, everything is 
fine.” 

“Now we have to address 
the issue of why it hap- 
pened,” Rand explained. 

Rookie Armando Galar- 
taga (4-2, 3.76 ERA) will 
take Bonderman’s place in 
the starting rotation, begin- 
ning this afternoon. Don- 
trelle Willis, who is still 
looking for his first win as a 
Tiger, will start Monday, on 
schedule. 

With reliever Aquilino 
Lopez due back from be- 
reavement leave in Mon- 
day, the Tigers will not call 
up another pitcher to take 
Bonderman’s place on the 
roster.

This marks the second 
time in 15 months that a 
member of the Tigers’ start- 
ing rotation has been side- 
lined by a blood clot.

“¥’m happy for him,” said 
Rogers, who had the first rib 
on his left side removed 
“five or six years ago.

Diagnosed with Psoriasis? 


(MS) - The National Institutes of Health 
estimate that 7.5 million Americans are 
affected by psoriasis. Psoriasis is a non- 
contagious lifelong skin disease, charac- 
terized mostly by red patches or lesions 
on the skin (plaque) covered with a silvery 
white buildup of dead skin cells (scale). 


WHAT CAUSES PSORIASIS? 

The severity and type of psoriasis varies 
from person to person. While it is not con- 
tagious, doctors do believe it has a genet- 
i¢ component, meaning it can run in fam- 
ilies. Psoriasis is much more than just a 
skin ailment; it is actually an autoimmune 
disorder. 

There is no single known cause for 
psoriasis. Most researchers agree that 
the immune system is somehow mistak- 
enly triggered, which speeds up the 
growth cycle of skin cells. A normal skin 
cell matures and falls off the body's sur- 
face in 28 to 30 days. But a psoriatic skin 
cell takes only three to four days to 


mature and move to the surface. Instead 
of falling off (shedding), the cells pile up 
and form the lesions.: 


TYPES OF PSORIASIS 

Psoriasis can occur just about anywhere 
on the body, although nearly 50 percent 
of those affected have it on their scalp. 
Here are the most common forms of pso- 
riasis. 

Plaque psoriasis: This is the most 
prevalent form of the disease. About 80 
percent of all those who have psoriasis 
have this form, according to the National 
Psoriasis Foundation. Its scientific name 
is psoriasis vulgaris (vulgaris means 
common). It is typically found on the 
elbows, knees, scalp, and lower back. 

Scalp psoriasis: This form of psoria- 
sis can be very mild with slight scaling or 
severe - thickly encrusted with plaques. 
The more plaques on.the scalp the high- 
er the risk for hair loss. Scalp psoriasis 
can also spread, with plaque showing up 


on other areas of the body, including 
around the ears and on the back of the 
neck. 

Inverse: Inverse psoriasis is found in 
the skin folds of the body, and also on the 
groin, under the armpits and on the geni- 
tals. It first appears as lesions that are 
very red, smooth and shiny. It usually 
lacks the scale associated with plaque 
psoriasis. 

Erythrodermic: This form of psoriasis 
is very inflammatory and can cover large 
areas of the body. It is characterized by 
periodic, widespread, fiery redness of the 
skin. The erythema (reddening) and exfo- 
fiation (shedding) of the skin are often 
accompanied by severe itching and pain. 


Pustular: Pustular psoriasis is character- 
ized by white pus-filled blisters on the 
body. The blisters are non-contagious and 
actually contain an overabundance of 
white blood cells, not an infection.

Risks Associated With Psoriasis 
Psoriasis, as explained, is not a conta- 
gious disease. While lesions on the skin 
may look off-putting, they are not danger- 
ous and will not contaminate others. 
Because psoriasis can target large 
areas of the skin, there is some risk for it 
to affect body temperature control, fluid 
loss and protection against skin-intro- 
duced infections. In roughly 10 to 30 per- 


cent of cases, those with psoriasis may. 


also suffer from psoriatic arthritis. This is 
similar to rheumatoid arthritis, but milder. 


PSORIASIS TREATMENT 
Psoriasis treatment needs to be tailored 


_ according to the region of the body where 


it is occurring and the type. Some forms 
of treatment, such as topical steroids, can 
alleviate symptoms of one form of psoria- 
sis, but aggravate another form. 

Over the counter: Items such as 
moisturizer, salicyclic acid, tar products, 
and hydrocortisone can improve mild 


cases of psoriasis. Bathing with epsom 
salt or Deep Sea Salt may also provide 
improvement. 

Phototherapy and diet: Exposure to 
controlled ultraviolet light is shown to 
improve psoriasis. There are some who 
also have found that a managed diet can 
be a help. 

Prescriptions: Topical. steroids are 
widely prescribed for treating psoriasis 
and work quickly. There are other topicals 
derived from vitamin D, like Dovonex or 
vitamin A (retinoids), like Tazorac, that 
slow down the rate of skin renewal and 
flatten psoriasis legions. 

Emotional well being: Stress is a 
trigger for psoriasis, which can lead to 
bigger flare ups and depression. 
Managing emotions and reducing stress 
can help alleviate symptoms. 

Talk to a doctor if you want to learn 
more about living with psoriasis. Together 
you can determine a regimen that works. .

After nearly three 
years and with 300 
families helped, the or- 
ganization known as 
Compassionate Hearts 
will be no more. What 
began as a small-scale 
effort to provide a 
young boy with the 
shoes he so badly need- 
ed had grown into a 
full-time commitment 
for founder and Pres- 
ident Sally Pasque. 
With 6-8 hour days just 
on the telephone alone, 
Pasque found that al- 
though her heart was 
still in the organization, 
the demands were too 
much. However, totally 
dissolving | Compas- 
sionate Hearts and 


leaving those in need 
with no hope was not 
an option. Instead, the 
members of the board 
decided to allocate 
what funds remained to 
area organizations with 
similar objectives and 
officially made the 
transfer at their mecting 
on June 3. 

One thousand dollars 
was given to Boyne 
City Elementary 
School, and Concord 
Academy Boyne and 
Boyne Falls Elementa- 
ry School received 
$500 each to help chil- 
dren in need of any- 
thing from medical 
services to basic neces- 
sities. Another $1,000 
was allotted for both 
the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist’s Boyne Com- 
munity Service Center 


and the Boyne Food 
Pantry. The Ministerial 
Association also re- 
ceived $1,000, as did 
Community Christmas 
Baskets, who pledged 
to use the funds to pur- 
chase blankets for chil- 
dren. Funds were also 
reserved earlier in the 
year to install a digital 
X-ray machine at the

The Boyne 
City Eagles were given 
a check for $500 to aid 
in sponsoring benefit 
events to raise money 
for families in emer- 
gency situations 
through the Jane 
Hawk’s fund.

services, also received 
$500. 

The board chose to 
reserve $550 to be used 
in case of emergency 
situations that are not 
covered by those or- 
ganizations who re- 
ceived funding. They 
also hope to find a local 
church that would be 
willing to host benefits 
for those in the commu- 
nity whose furnaces 
break down or are in 
need of repairs. Pasque 
also plans to continue 
putting on fundraisers 
throughout the summer 
and she has already 
begun anticipating the 
annual Crazy Sally’s 
Road Rally in the fall. 

Although Compas- 
sionate Hearts, which 
aimed to help the work- 
ing poor and elderly,

will no longer be such 
an active group in the 


community, its 
members and its inten- 
tions will remain. 


People such as Jerry 
Kelts, who Pasque said 
has “worked harder 
than anyone for Com- 
passionate Hearts,” will 
see to it that people still 
receive the help they 
need. Another organi- 
zation that was instru- 
mental to Compassion- 
ate Hearts was Great 
Lakes Energy, which 
Pasque says she will al- 
ways promote. Lastly, 
Pasque cited St. Mat- 
thew Church of Boyne 
City as being “behind 
us 100%.” 
As Pasque said her- 
self, “It’s been quite a 
journey...and we’re not 
gonna stop.” With such 


an attitude in the hearts 
of all of the board 
members, volunteers 
and the Boyne commu- 
nity who made Com- 
passionate Hearts’ 
community outreach so 
successful, it is without 
question that their mis- 
sion will live on. 
Pasque commends all 
of those who have 
helped Compassionate 
Hearts over the years, 
whether they baked 
goods for bake sales or 
donated to the cause 
and encourages them to 
continue helping those 
in need.
